Packaged fresh fish are a boon, no matter if you 
live near the coast or far inland. One type of packaged 
fish offers quick-frozen fish fillets and steaks in sealed 
paper packages or cartons. These are so rapidly frozen 
at very low temperatures that the flesh cells do not 
break, the juicy texture and flavor are retained, and 
all the qualities of the fresh fish are fixed. If you 
haven’t tried quick-frozen fish you have a treat in store 
for you. They come cleaned and boned, ready to pop 
into the pan. You cook them just as you do other kinds 
of fresh fish, increasing the cooking time if you do not

and rushed to fish dealers. Again, no cleaning for you to do, for these 
fillets and steaks are practically boneless and ready for you to put into 
the skillet or pan. 


Of course, you must expect that the kinds of fresh fish you are able 
to buy will depend upon the season and the part of the country in which 
you live. If you will pick out an up-and-coming fish dealer and take him 
into your confidence, I am sure he will show a real interest in your pur­ 
chases and will help you to become better acquainted with food buys in 
fresh fish from week to week. Try serving fish more often than on the 
traditional Fridays. Its iodine content, to say nothing of its deliciousness, 
is a compelling reason, for iodine in the diet helps prevent goiter and 
other iodine-deficiency diseases. 


Don’t forget that the deliciousness of fish can be captured only by 
perfect cooking and a skillful combining of other foods with it. Fish always 
needs a crisp vegetable or salad, a piquant relish or savory sauce, as a 
finishing touch. In my experience homemakers are more likely to over­ 
cook than to undercook fisn, forgetting that fish done to a turn is tender, 
juicy, and what I term jellylike— not dry and tasteless, as we too often 
find it. Some people do not know that certain varieties of fresh fish, like 
cod, flounder and haddock, are what we term lean fish and therefore need 
a little more seasoning and more fat in their cooking. Highly flavored 
varieties of fresh fish, such as shad, mackerel, salmon, etc., are what w 
term fat fish and need comparatively little fat and less seasoningjn tn- 
preparation.

Well, right out in the court of the Good Housekeeping Magazine 
building, a barren piece of land, there’s now growing a bumper crop of 
tomatoes, beans, pumpkins, morning-glories, herbs and moonflowers. 
Magic? Not at all—it’s hydropo­ 
nics, the science of soilless garden­ 
ing! As Gail Brown, mother of th e . 
garden, explains in the October is-1 
sue of the magazine, hydroponics is i 
the answer to the amateur garden-1 
er’s prayer. Anyone who has access 
to air and sunlight, she says, can 
have a garden. 
There are three methods of soil­ 
less gardening: sand culture, the 
subirrigation method and water cul­ 
ture. For practical reasons, Miss 
Brown decided to use only the first 
two. Sand culture, the easiest and 
cheapest method, is the filling of i 
large clay pots with ordinary build­ 
er’s sand, and feeding each pot 
about two cups of solution a day. | 
The pots are occasionally flushed 
with clear water to prevent the solu­ 
tion from becoming too concentrat­ 
ed. 
Tomatoes, 
moonflowers 
and 
pumpkins have flourished beauti­ 
fully. 
The subirrigation necessitates the 
building of cypress boxes about 30 
inches long, 18 inches wide, 8 inches 
deep (Miss Brown’s measurements), 
and carefully joined so as to be 
watertight. These boxes are then 
mounted on trestles and filled with 
gravel or cinders. Next, a nipple is 
inserted at the bottom of each box. 
Then a small rubber hose is attached 
to another nipple inserted near the 
bottom of an ordinary pail, filled 
with solution. Twice a day the pail 
is elevatt <i until the box is flooded. 
In only

To understand something about successful advertising, one must appreciate the 
function of advertising, which is simply to give information about a product or ser­ 
vice. 
Advertising is the information service which the seller must find some way to per­ 
form before the buyer can buy what the seller has to sell.

Obviously, no sales can be made in person to 
people who do not come into a store unless the merchant sends house-to-house can­ 
vassers out to call at people’s homes and talk about the goods for sale. 
Do merchants—grocers, bakers, hardware dealers, plumbers, clothiers, druggists, 
butchers, building material dealers—all want to send droves of clerks out as house- 
to-house canvassers all around town calling on citizens every hour of the day and 
night to talk about the goods these sellers have for sale at their places of business/ 
Certainly not. The expense would be too great and furthermore, the people would 
strongly object to such constant annoyance.

Advertising regularly is just 
like keeping the store open regularly. 


Advertising in paid for newspapers enjoys the entree 
and acceptability of the newspaper in all homes where­ 
ver the newspaper goes. 
Advertising in legitimate 
newspapers always gets into the home, gets before the 
members of the family, is always an accepted and wel­ 
come source of information in the service of the com­ 
munity. 


It is fortunate for all merchants that there 
are 
es­ 
tablished newspapers in which they can send their 
advertising (sales) messages into the homes of the 
people everywhere and tell about their products con­ 
tinuously, economically, acceptably.

erected in Chan Chan about 
two thousand years ago which In 
spite of the fact that they were con­ 
structed of a perishable abode made 
of gravel and clay, endured for cen­ 
turies; and even today bear the re­ 
markable reliefs with which they 
were adorned. The secret of the en­ 
durance of this strange city of sand 
is found In the fact that the northern 
coast of Peru upon which it rests 
was practicaily rainless until the 
17tb century and still sees no rain 
for years at a time. The meteoro­ 
logical explanation of this strange 
phenomenom la found in the Hum­ 
boldt current. As this ocean stream 
proceeds northward from the An­ 
tarctic regions it follows a coast 
which in northern Chile and Pern 
grows constantly warmer, rendering 
the difference hi temperature be­ 
tween coast and current constantly 


greater. Thus the vapors from in* 
stream encounter no cooling air 
currents and no electrical disturb­ 
ances along the coast to shake them 
to earth In the form of raindropS; It 
is not until they reach the cold 
Andean heights that these vapors 
are condensed and then they tall as 
snow—while the coast remains dry 
as the Sahara.

If you 
haven’t tried quick-frozen fish you have a treat in store 
for you. They come cleaned and boned, ready to pop 
into the pan. You cook them just as you do other kinds 
of fresh fish, increasing the cooking time if you do not 
thaw the fish first.

Then there are other kinds of packaged fresh fish 
—fillets and steaks—not quick-frozen—which arc 
carefully wrapped, each in its owff sanitary wrapping, 
packed in watertight cans, surrounded by crushed ice, 
and rushed to fish dealers. Again, no cleaning for you to do, for these 
fillets and steaks are practically boneless and ready for you to put into 
the skillet or pan. 


Of course, you must expect that the kinds of fresh fish you are able 
to buy will depend upon the season and the part of the country in which 
you live. If you will pick out an up-and-coming fish dealer ar.d take him 
into your confidence, I am sure he will show a real interest in your pur­ 
chases and will help you to become better acquainted with food buys in 
fresh fish from week to week. Try serving fish more often than on the 
traditional Fridays. Its iodine content, to say nothing of its deliciousness, 
is a compelling reason, for iodine in the diet helps prevent goiter and 
other iodine-deficiency diseases. 


Don’t forget that the deliciousness of fish can be captured only by 
perfect cooking and a skillful combining of other foods with it. Fish always 
needs a crisp vegetable or salad, a piquant relish or savory sauce, as a 
finishing touch. In my experience homemakers are more likely to over­ 
cook than to undercook fisn, forgetting that fish done to a turn is tender, 
juicy, and what I term jellylike—not dry and tasteless, as we too often 
find it. Some people do not know that ceitain varieties of fresh fish, like 
cod, flounder and haddock, are what we term lean fish and therefore need 
a little more seasoning and more fat in their cooking. Highly flavored 
varieties of fresh fish, such as shad, mackerel, salmon, etc., are what \v 
term fat fish and need comparatively little fat and less seasoningjn \h>: 
preparation.

How To Advertise

To understand somethin# about successful advertising, one must appreciate the 
function of advertising, which is simply to give information about a product or ser­ 
vice. 


Advertising is the information service which the seller must find some way to per­ 
form before the buyer can buy what the seller has to sell. 


Few people buy anything “sight unseen". They do not often buy something they 
never heard of or do not know is available or do not know the quality of nor the 
price. 


All this information has to be given in some way by the would-be seller and if the 
seller does not employ advertising then he either has to give all this information 
himself by word-to-mouth in personal negotiation with the prospective buyer or he 
has to hire sales persons to do it.

On the other hand, the modern, aggressive merchant 
is not willing to set in his store with his hands folded 
and wait for the occasional curiosity seeker to drop in 
in search of something he may possibly desire. -That 
sort of business procedure is too slow and unprofitable 
for the wide-awake business man of today. 
He wants

Consistency in newspaper advertising is a requisite of 
success. -Spasmodic advertising is of less value to an 
established merchant than regular advertising. 
You 
do not clsoe your store some weeks and keep it open 
only occasionally. 
You do not employ your clerks a 
few* days, then lay them off a few days, then call them 
back from time to time. 
Advertising regularly is just 
like keeping the store open regularly. 


Advertising in paid for newspapers enjoys the entree 
and acceptability of the newspaper in all homes where­ 
ver the newspaper goes. 
Advertising in legitimate 
newspapers always gets into the home, gets before the 
members of the family, is always an accepted and wel­ 
come source of information in the service of the com­ 
munity. 


It is fortunate for all merchants that there 
are 
es­ 
tablished newspapers in which they can send their 
advertising (sales) messages into the homes of the 
people everywhere and tell about their products con­ 
tinuously, economically, acceptably.
